An interesting and important report from the 
British Embassy at St. Petersburg has just been 
issued by the Foreign Office. It deals with the 
overland trade between Rassia and China, which

uneasiness in Russia, In 1869, after the opening 
ofthe Surz Canal, the decrense ‘first became 
apparent. The Kiakhta merchants, who are the 
intermediaries in the trade, say that the Canal % 
has, in fact, only benefited the trade of a few 
maritime States, who have pushed their trade to 
the very north of China to the detriment of
